REGULATION IS REQUIRED 


The streets of the city are the property 
of the public and are maintained for the 
public use. It is the business of the police 
to regulate traffic In a way that will nit 
mize interference and confusion, and wi 
prevent the likelihood of disturbance of 
the peace. 

That is the basis of the bylaw by which 
it is proposed that persons arranging a 
1e streets shall give advance 
chief of the police, and that 
the chief shall have a measure of discre- 
tionary power as to when and where the 
parade may take place, and also as to the 
banners that may be carried and the gen- 
eral conduct of the affair. 

Whatever fault may be found with the 
details of the bylaw as drafted, there is 
no valid ground for objecting to regula- 
tions in these directions, and very sub- 
stantial reasons why there should be such 
regulations. A number of incidents, both 
discreditable and dangerous, would have 
been avoided in times recent and remote 
if there had been some arrangement of the 


kind in force.

A COUNTRY TO BANK ON 

Since the first of last August more 
than nine million bushels of wheat and 
nearly twelve million bushels of grain of 
all kinds have been shipped out of the 
north country over the lines of the North- 
ern Alberta Railways. This is a half mil- 
lion bushels more than was shipped out in 
the previous “peak” year, when the phen- 
omenal crop of 1928 was being forwarded. 
The bulk of this grain came from the 
reat area that is broadly spoken of as

the Peace River district. Since crops last 
vear- were good but not remarkable, the 


figures supply proof that even in these 
discouraging times production there 1s 
rapidly approaching the volume which 
Sir Henry Thornton said would warrant 
the construction of a direct railway outlet 
from Peace River to the coast 

As labor is plentiful and money cheap, 
this is a time when the Dominion might 
very well anticipate matters and under- 
take the construction of this railway at 
once. The business activity that would 
be created, and the attention that would 
be drawn to the Peace River area, would 
induce a further increase in production 
that might easily provide the required 
amount of traffic to justify the investment 
from the time the road was completed. 


FIRST THINGS FIRST 


Members of parliament grew quite en- 
thusiastic the other day over a proposal 
to organize unemployed men into “work- 
ing battalions” and send them forth to 
attack some hypothetical project or pro- 
jects in the nature of constructive or other 
useful undertakings. 

All well and good so far as it goes, 
but it simply does not “go” anywhere in 
the direction of solving the problem. The 
first thing to do is to translate these 
imaginary undertakings into real ones, by 
voting the necessary money and commit- 
ting the country to their completion. That 
done, the organization of the men in an 
efficient way for the carrying on of the 
work will follow as a matter of detail 
which will have to depend a good deal 
upon the nature of the work to be done. 

If parliament will just come down out 
of the spacious realm of visions, and order 
the Government to proceed with the con- 
struction of the Trans-Canada highway, 
the Peace River outlet, and the St. 
Lawrence waterway, it can be left to the 
Ministers to call the working gangs 
“battalions” or any other appropriate 
name they please. What is needed, and 
what the country is concerned about, is 
that the idle men be given a chance to go 
to work and to earn wages before winter 
closes in again and puts an end to outdoor 
activities. 


“ROUND AND ROUND AGAIN’ 


There is a hint that Ottawa has chang- 
ed its mind again on the subject of air 
mail, and that out of regard to financial 
conditions there will be a complete sus- 
pension of air mail service throughout 
Canada. That unwelcome possibility is 
strengthened by the knowledge that this 
was the original intention and that the 
decision to continue a modified service 
was only a concession made in re sponse to 
public protest 

It is to be hoped public protest will be 
equally prompt now, and equally effective 


oo 


in helping the Ministers to change their 
minds once more. If air mail cannot pay, 
it is still more certain that commercial 
aviation cannot pay anywhere in Canada 
without air mail subsidies to supplement 
the earnings from passenger traffic and 
other sources. A suspension of the mail 
service for a year would mean a halt all 
along the line in commercial use of the 
plane; would involve housing scores of 
these costly machines, throwing hundreds 
of men out of employment, and setting the 
companies concerned behind in their fi- 
nancial affairs. 

And it has yet to be demonstrated that 
air mail, at least in western Canada, means 
an inevitable loss. Up to the present sea- 
son the mail planes in the west were oper- 
ated under conditions which made the 
service of the least possible use to the 
business interests of the country, and 
therefore drew to it the minimum amount 
of revenue. With the lighting arrange- 
ments completed, landing fields located 
and equipped, and the planes doing their 
flying at night, the way has been cleared 
and the investment made for giving the 
mail service a fair chance to get mail to 
carry. 

That aside, what Canada needs at this 
juncture more than anything else is a 
demonstration of faith, courage and hope 
on the part of its Government. That vital 


necessity of helpful leadership is exactly 
what the country is not getting when on a 
subject of this kind its flurried Ministers 
keep flapping about like weather-cocks in 
a windstorm.

(1) The prospect for continuous 
Stagnation in the machinery, equip- 
ment, in dustrial building, and allied 
lines because of the present excess of 
productive capacity in manufactur- 
ing industries 

(8) The violent cisruption of price 
relationship

JULY 12th 


Louis Jacques Mande Daguerre, died 
July 12th, 1851, It is permissible to 


attempt to imagine the effect on Da- 
guerre if it were possible for him to 
return for a moment from the shades 
and pop into a modern cinema and 
hear the photographs shouting at him, 
for Daguerre is the man who is gen- 
erally recognized as the chief pioneer 
of the modern art. It is very im- 
probable when he and Nicephone 
Niepce, his contemporary, were delv- 
ing in the darkness attempting to cap- 
ture and retain on a plate the scenes 
around them that he ever had the 
slightest dreams of the progress that 
lay ahead. Many men—Scheele, the 
Swedish cMemist, appears to have been 
the first—had been investigating the 
possibilities without much success, 
chief among whom we must reckon 
Wedgwood and Sir Humphrey Davy. 
Wedgwood really holds the honor of 


first producing a picture but nelther 
he nor Davy met with finished success, 
| Daguerre solved the problem, and set 
the science upon its feet with the pro- 
duction of his daguerreotype. Just 
|}what part his fellow investigator, 
| Niepce, played in the discovery is a 
| little obscure, probably greater than 
generally allowed, but both of them 
|received pensions from the French 
}government. Since then it has be- 
come a vast and necessary industry. 
| One very interesting point sticks out. 
Those jolly old optimists, the searchers 
for the Philosopher's Stone and the 
Elixir of Life seem to have played a 
| great part in the business, for it is re- 
corded that they were the discoverers 
of “a substance to which they gave 
|the name Luna Cornea, which was 
observed to blacken on exposure to 
light. This property of the substance 
constitutes the leading fact upon 
which the science of photography 1s 
based.”

RADIUM IN CANADA 

Renewed attention is now being 
directed to possible sources of radium 
in Caneda. The presence of this rare 
and valuable minera] has been known 
in several parts of the Dominion for 
many years, but the question still re- 
mains whether there is a deposit 
which is commercially workable. A 
new source has recently come to light 
in Alberta, and an older Ontario 
occurrence is the subject of a report 
just isssued by the Dominion Depart- 
ment of Mines. The present value of 
radium, of which the main uses are 
in medicine and science, is $70,000 a 
gramme, but a decade ago it was 
valued st $120,000 a gramme. The 
present world supply, in the formation

of radium salts, is stated to be about 
300 grammes, or approximately two- 
thirds of a pound. The chief source 
of radium at present is the Belgian 
Congo, but up to 1921 most of the 
radium was supplied from carnotite

It is a good plen 
to take the sunshine rays right on the 
skin rather than upon clothing oF 
sheets. 

The ultra-violet rays coming from 
the sunlight are chemical rays which 
have @ distinctly beneficial effect upon 
the body. When these rays are given 
to children the latter grow and have 
stronger bones than when deprived 
of them, Ultra-violet rays are known 
to have a healthful effect on all 
humans and for this reason we hear 
much about the value of the sunbath 
Our recent application of the sun is 
only re-learning, as the Greeks and 
Romans knew the value of sunlight 
long ago. It was Pliny, the elder, who 
said: “The sun is the greatest remedy.” 
Not only is the health built up 
through the use of sunlight but it ts

Answer: The most effective means 


of restoring the blood pressure to nor- 
mal is through fasting and dieting 
The quantity of blood is decreased 
and its quality improved. Those with 
tense nerves relax more easily, and 
where calcification of the arteries ex- 
ists, a marked change takes place in 
the loss of some of this ealcium. This 
makes the arteries more elastic and in 
this way lessens the blood pressure,

which are fattening and which are

FINGER WAVING 


| Every woman who has naturally 
| curly hair or who has had a perman- 
jent is eager to know how to arrange 
| her hair in attractive waves, This is 
| especially true during the summer 
months, when swimming and other 
outdoor sports make it necessary for 
waves to be set fairly often. 

Before setting a wave the hair 
| should be shampooed well so that it 
will be soft and easy to handle. In 
setting the hair, wet the 
with water and then apply a curling 
fluid, If one’s hair is of the kind 
which will stay waved without the use 
of a curling fluid, this may be omitted 


|—merely wetting the hair well with 


water. Those who need a curling fluid 
will find the following one very good: 
two drams gum tragacanth; ten drops 
glycerin and eight ounces of rose 
water. 
tion to stand overnight before using. 

Now for arranging the wave, Re- 
member that the hair must be very 
wet—the stiffer and coarser the hair 
the wetter it should be. Put the part 
where you want it, then comb hair 
very, very smooth all around. Let us 


hair obliquely on forehead. Place in- 
dex finger of left hand about an inch 


tightly against the first strand of hair. 
Insert comb in hair right below the 
index finger, press it into the scalp 
and draw it forward and up against 


side of finger, making a ridge in the 
hair, 
index and second fingers. Comb hair 
very smooth, as you hold the first 
ridge in the hair firmly in place 
Shift index finger up toward crown 
of head and repeat operation. ..The 
ridge which is one side of the first 
wave should not be exactly parallel 
with the part, but should converge to- 
ward the crown. Shift index finger 
about an inch below its last position 
and begin making a second ridge in 
the hair, This time insert your comb 
below your finger and draw it back- 
ward instead of forward. Pinch the 
ridge as before and move your index 
finger forward. In this way carry 
the second ridge down to your fore 
head, This will give you the first

| NARROW VALLFY 
The springs are found in an ex- 

tremely narrow valley, so contracted 

| that there is scarcely room for any 
kind of building. More than a dozen 
steaming jets issue from the rocks 
and a number of these have been col 
lected into rustic pools in which a 
bath may be enjoyed. The tempera 
ture of some of these is so hot as to 
be unbearable unless one begins wit! 
those of a cooler nature, accustoming 

| one’s skin to the head by a progres- 


sion of pools each a little hotter than 
the last. It is said that some of these 
old boulder lined and moss-chinked 
pools were built by the “coureurs de 
| bois,” traders and trappers a hundred 
}years ago. Several of the old records 
} contain references to “volcanic 
springs very useful in diseases” found 
in this vicinity 

There is as yet no accomodation 
for visitors at the Hot Springs and 


parties going in to remain overnight 
must take tents with them.

Parks Show Rapid 


Increases 


Canada’s national parks are from 
year to year becoming greater factors 
in the rise of the Dominion’s tourist 


industry, The attraction and enter- 
tainment of the thousands of visitors 
who are annually taking to the roads 
and trails of this continent is rapid- 
ly becoming in Canada an industry of 
national importance. Areas of great 
natural beauty are being more and 


more sought and the army of vaca- 
tionists upon whom the great out- 
doors has cast its befiificient spell 
continues to grow 


ATTENDANCE GREAT 


Ihe far reaching importante of the 
natio: parks in increasing the flow 
of tourists to the Dominion is shown 
by the growing numbers who annual- 


ly visit these great scenic playgrounds 


Last year half a million people flock- 
ed by rail, motor and boat to the 
parks. Both those in the west and 
those in the east were well patron- 
ized, the total being 544,350 visitors 
Banff park attracied the greatest 
n er, 188.443 visiting the famous 
rta resort. Jasper park drew 13.- 
873 persons; Kootendy park, 43,125; 
Waterton Lakes park, 44 82 Buffalo 
park | 37; Elk Island park, 30,138; 
and Glacier, Revelstoke and Yoho 
parks combined had a total of almost 
30,000 
Prince Albert national park, Sas- 
katchewan's unit in the parks system 
recorded a considerable increase in 


the number of visitors last vear. the 
1930 total reaching 17,164, or 7,000 
more than the previous year. In the 
first year of its existence Riding 
Mountain National Park in Manitoba 
entertained 15,028 persons 


EASTERN PARKS
